This registration of all motor- 
iste who will require the new ra- 
tioning books for gasolMe, will be 
held on the days of July 1, 2 and 
3, and will probably be held at 
the Center school with Supt. Rob- 
ert Taylor and a corps of teach- 
ers and volunteers in charge. 

All car owners will receive an 
“A” book of coupons at this time. 
The six-page bovk contains eight 
coupons on each page, with the 
value of each coupon set tenta- 
tively at four gallons. Each page 
will be good for two months from 
the date of issue, July 18, and will 
expire on that date. The first 
page will not be good after Sept. 
15, the second page after Nov, 15 
and so on. 

Cars must be provided with a 
$5 federal stamp in order to re- 
ceive gas coupons. These may be 
obtained from the postoffice and 
the serial number will be includ- 
ed on the ration form. 

Persons needing mcre than the 
allotted four gallons per coupon 
must fill out a four-page question- 
naire which must be sworn to. 
They will be exhaustively inves- 
tigated and must bring affidavits.

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Drive For Rubber 
Every Pound Needed 
Will You Cooperate 


Over the radio and through 
the newspapers of the country, 
President Roosevelt appeals for 
the salvaging of all old and 
waste rubber, and under orders 
vf Donald Nelson the work of 
salvaging will be exclusively un- 
dertaken. = 

All old rubber in waste ma- 
terials is needed and residents 
are asked to search their homes 
from cellar to attic for the much 
wanted commodity, The North- 
field Salvage Committee in a ses- 
sion on Monday decided to make 
plans to assist in the salvage and 
will immediately locate a large 
box in front of the Bookstore 
building and East Northfield Post 
Office where small articles may be 
deposited. ; 

The rubber will be immediate- 
ly sold and forwarded through a 
dealer and the money received 
will be devoted to some war re- 
lief organization. 

There is an element in the 
drive which appeals. It is the 
first nation-wide effort and every 
citizen even agencies of the gov- 
ernment, are urged to assist. 
Rubber is sorely needed and as 
the President has said, “Once the 
rubber is in, we will know what 
our supplies of used rubber are 
and we will make our plans ac- 
cordingly. One thing you can be 
sure of—we are going to see to 
it that there is enough rubber to 
build the planes~to bomb -Tokyo 
and Berlin—enough rubber to 
build the tanks to crush ‘the ene- 
my wherever we may find him— 
enough rubber to win this war.” 

Arrangements will also be 
made for the placing of other 
boxes elsewhere in Northfield and 
will be announced. However, all 
waste may be left at any garage 
where the committee will arrange 
for its collection. The committee 
hopes that all this material will 
be freely contributed, 

Rubber items wanted include 
tires, inner tubes, crepe rubber 
soles, boots and _ overshoes, hot 
water bottles, tennis shoes, rub- 
ber belting, rubber gloves, rub- 
ber sheeting, pads and matting,, 
raincoats, rubber heels, bathing 
caps, jar rings, plumber’s suction 
caps, sample tire sections, “and 
hundreds of other articles con- 
taining rubber.” 

If you have a qquantity of this 
material, put it in a pasteboard 
box and phone any member of 
the committee, who will arrange 
for its collection.

The Back Yard Gardener 
By G. O. Oleson 


I’m trying out soybeans for the 
first time in my garden. One of 
the big seed companies sent me 
three varieties to try, so I put 
in a row of each. As a matter of 
fact, I’m afraid mum is going to 
|be swamped with cooking beans 
| this coming fall and winter. I 
| have snap beans and» pole beans 
and soybeans. 

They recommend planting the 
soybeans about June 1, so if 
you’re at all interested you could 
still plant some, but I think I'd 
hurry along since these beans 
need about 90 days in order to 
develop to the stage where you 
can eat them green. That would 
be June 1 to September 1. You'll 
have to plan accordingly, depend- 
ing on where you live in the 
state. And they probably — will 
be ready for shelling as dry beans 
around the first of October. 

The varieties I received are 
Giant Green, Chusei, and Willo- 
mi. Giant Green is about two 
weeks earlier than the others. In 
spite of the name the plants are 
somewhat smaller than the other 
two. The seeds are a bit larger, 
{but they do not produce so high 
a total yield. 

If you’re planting them, be 
sure that your garden has plenty 
of pitrogen which you can sup- 
ply of course with a regular gar- 
'den fertilizer. Plant the seeds 3 
jinches apart, 1 inch deep in rogs 
'2 feet apart. 

Another thing you want to 
watch for is Mr. Rabbit and his 
‘family. In fact they say if there 
are any rabbita in the neighbor- 
hocd the soybeans had better be 
protected by a fence. 

In the meantime, don’t forget

During June you want to watch 
for flea beetles and blight on your 
tomatoes and eggplants; for cu- 
cumber beetles, flea beetles, wilt, 
and mosaic on your vine crops;

vage worms; and European corn 
borers. 

Now that list doesn’t mean that 
you won't find certain ones of 
thore insects on other plants, be- 
cause you will occasionally. 

Some weeks ago I suggested ro- 
tenone as a general control for

table garden. ~The use of rote- 
none sprays and dusts manufac- 
tured after April 13, 1942, is for- 
bidden by the War Production 
Board on vegetable crops such as 
eggplant, vine crops, onions, pep- 
pers, and sweet corn, so here are 
a few substitutes for otenone. 

Nicotine sprays and dusts will 

give satisfactory control of 
aphids or plant lice. These are 
the small green or black insects 
which have minute wins but do 
not fly. 
| Flea beetles are the little black 
|beetles which jump when you 
‘touch the plant. Cucumber 
beetles are atriped and fly. 
| These two can be controlled with 
ia@ spray or dust containing cal- 
cium arsenate. 

Pyrethrum may also be sub- 
stituted for rotenone on your 
{vine crops for control of cabbage 
‘worms and for control of Mexican 
bean beeties. For corn borer you 
can use a dual fixed nicotine dust 
or a fixed nicotine spray.
